WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—Serious anti- 
foreign demonstratioris reported today 
to the Washington Government from 
Vera Cruz gave State and Navy De- 
partment officials considerable concern, 
particularly in view of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference to be resumed in New 
York tomorrow to devise means for re- 
storing peace in Mexico.

FIRST BIG ENGLISH SHIPMENT OF 
GOLD TO U. $, SINCE WAR BEGAN 


Millions Coming by Way of Canada 
Dee to Arrive in New 
York Today. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The first 
direct shipment of gold in large 
quantity from England to this coun- 
try since the war began, is on its 
way by train to New York from 
Halifax, N. S., it was stated in bank- 
ing circles last night. The value of 
the shipment has not been revealed 
but it is said to run well up into 
the millions. 

It was rumored that the amount 
was $100,000,000 but this estimate 
was said to be excessive. -It was 
stated that this importation ef ‘gold 
would be deposited in the sub- 
treasury here to the account of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., financial agents of the 
British Government. 

The gold is due to arrive here to- 
day.

Brother McCulloch and 
Brother Cameron, in full possession of 
the signs, grips and passwords of the 
association, are welcomed to the floor 
wherever *h» “good of the order’ is up 
for discussion. And no one is so tact- 
less as to speak of the turbulent days 
of a twelvemonth ago. 


Association Demanded Things. 

The association decided that. street 
cars were too crowded, and demanded 
more cars. It demanded more tracks, 
more loops, more heat, better ventila- 
tion, better transfer systems. It pros- 
elyted so successfully that other or- 
ganizations joined in with it. Finally 
it brought its demands before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission. Some of its 
demands already have been granted and 
others are still being COnsldéred. The 
matter has passed out of the associa- 
tion’s hands, after fhe commission 
brought about a complete investigation 
of traction routes, service and rates. 
The association’s last important act 
was to protest against the company’s 
proposal to eliminate a large number 
of car stops. 

Those who have kept in close touch 
with developments were surprised to 
learn that McCulloch and Cameron had 
been admitted to membership in an or- 
ganization which had planned and con- 
ducted such a rigorous campaign 
against their corporation. Both sides, 
however, agree that it was done for mu- 
tual benefit. 

President McCulloch told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he joined at Tie 
request of the president of the associa- 
tion. “We are all interested in the up- 
building of the city,” he said. “We 
have not been enemies. In fact, the 
Traction company is glad to have citi- 
zens suggest and work for betterments 
in our service.”’ 


“Glaa 10 Welcome Them.” 

Secretary Guenzburger of the asso- 
ciation said the body was glad to wel- 
come such members as McCulloch and 
Cameron. “Wo feel they are represen- 
tative business men like the rest of us,” 
he said, “and that they are just the 
kind of men the association wants.”’ 

Last week, the directors of the asso- 
ciation decided it would be a fine thing 
to have their rext business meeting on 
wheels. A deiegation was sent to in- 
quire of Brother -McCulloch what it 
wouid cost to charter a private parlor 
car.

WILL STARVE, KILLS 
THEM AND HERSELF 


Woman Had Separated From 
Husband; Money Was Gone 
and They Had No Food. 


TURNS ON GAS IN HOME 


Bodies Found by Police When 
_When Entrance Is Forced After 
Neighbor Smells Fumes. 


Because she could not bear to see her. 
children starve, Mrs. Anna Zeides as- 
phyxiated them and herself at her 
home, 1519 South Seventh street, last 
night. They were found dead when po- 
licemen, after neighbors had noticed 
the odor of gas this morning, broke into 
the house. To make death a certainty, 
Mrs. Zeides had stopped ali the aper- 
tures and had turned on the four burn- 
ers of her gas stove and the six illu- 
minating gas jets in the house. 

Mrs. . Zeides and her husband, ‘Sti- 
chael, separated three months ago. She 
has been living at the South Seventh 
street address with her daughter, Her- 
mina, 8 years old, and her, son, Wil- 
liam, 4 years old. Her resources be- 
came exhausted several days ago, and 
yesterday the last food in the house 
was eaten. Mrs. Maud Mertz, who 
lives next door, gave food to the chil- 
dren. 

Last night Mrs. Zeides, leaning out of 
her window, said to Mrs. Mertz: ‘I think 
I will end it all. I cannot bear to 
see my children starve. Mrs. Zeides 
had always been of a cheerful disposition 


‘and Mrs. Mertz thought she was joking. 


She made a light reply and Mrs. Zeides 
said: ‘‘Well, just wait and you'll see 
what we do.”’ 

This morning Mrs. Mertz noticed the 
odor of gas and called policemen. They 
broke down a door and found Mrs. 
Zeides lying on her bed, clothed in a 
house dress. Beside her in pink pa- 
jamas was the boy. The little girl, in 
a blue night gown, was lying across the 
bed at her feet. 

Mrs. Zeides’ husband is employed by 
Edward S. McEviney, 4026 North Broad- 
way. " 

Mrs. Zeides tried to asphyxiate her- 
self and her three children in the 
kitchen of their home at 15% North 
Broadway. Her husband was conduct- 
ing a saloon then at 4026 North Broad- 
way July 2, 1914. She had been at the 
saloon cooking some fish. He told. her 
to cook some more. She refused and 
went home. He went home shortly aft- 
erward and found her and the’ three 
children unconscious with nine gas jets 
turned on. 

She had written this note: “We gin’t 
to talk any more now. Go your way, 
s0 you can get.two more women after 
I’m buried. Don’t cry and shed no 
tears. Farewell to you and the world.” 

Mrs. Zeides left two notes, one to her, 
husband and one to her brother, John 
Boltras, 3126 Cherokee street. The let- 
ter to. her husband was as follows: 

“I have reached my end. Maybe God 
is this time greater than last year, but 
wherever you go and stand may our 
shadow accompany you. May you bo 
in a@ sober or drunken stupor always. 
When you think you are happiest God 
puts His almighty hand upon you. Never 
in your life shall you have anything 
while this drunkenness lasts. 

“The tears of the children shall be- 
witch your soul until it is taken by 
death. Be cursed for your sins which 
you have brought upon us. You shall 
suffer as with chills and fever and 
frost.’’ 


Neighbors say Zeides obtained a di- 
vorce from a wife in Germany before 
marrying the second time, 

In the letter to her brother Mrs. 
Zeides wrote that she had lost her em- 
rloyment at scrubbing and washing and 
as she could not starve with her chil- 
dren and could not bear to give them 
away, she had decided on death for her- 
self and them.

AMERICA TO ACT ~ 
ALONE IN BRITISH 
TRADE. DISPUTES 


Sweden’s Efforts for Joint or 
Identical Notes Fail of 
Results. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The United 
States will continue to act alone fin rep- 
resentations to Great Britain regarding 
neutral trade. It was learned today that 
negotiations begun by the Swedish le- 
gation here to gain American co-opera- 
tion in proposed concerted action of nen- 
trals to protest against the British or- 
ders in council in so far as they work 
hardship on neutral commerce, have 
brought no results. 

The most recent Swedish proposal 
contemplated identical notes of protest 
by neutrals, flat rejection of the Ameri- 
can State Department having met a pre- 
vious suggestion for a joint note. Ne- 
gotiations are still in progress, but have 
failed so far to develop a common 
ground upon which action could be 
based. 

Some details of the Swedish position 
as to trade interference by Great Brit- 
ain, it is said, are inconsistent with the 
contentions of the United States in ex- 
changes with the London Foreign Of- 
fice. Reports as to strong German sym- 
pathies in Sweden also are believed to 
have been considered by the State De- 
partment, although the formal reasons 
given for refusal to join in the move- 
ment are largely technical. 

Against “Entangling Alliances.” 

The Swedish legation has been press- 
ing the proposal vigorously. The first 
plan, contemplating joint protest by the 
United States, the Scandinavian coun- 
tries and Holland, was rejected on the 
ground that the United States could not 
involve itself in any agreement that 
might be interpreted as contracting en- 
tangling European alliances. The new 
proposal then submitted suggested that 
all neutral nations whose commerce was 
suffering through the British war meas- 
ures should agree upon a policy and act 
in co-operation, sending identical notes

HOW THE FRENCH SOLDIERS 
ARE MADE EXPERTS IN ART OF | 
THROWING DEADLY BOMBS 


Ralph Pulitzer Is a Special Guest at a Unique 
War School—Covered Trench Popular— Gas 
Used Declared Not to Be Poisonous.

This school is attended by privates 
from each regiment, who spend four 
days at their highly explosive studies. 
Toward the middle of the fleld, about 
°00 yards from one end and about 300 
from the other, was a section of open 
trench about 20 yards long and some 
four feet deep. This trench was about 
the usual three feet in width, except in 
its center, where for about five feet 
it was recessed back to a width of some 
six feet. This was where the French 
instructor stood and whirled his arma 
to throw the bombs. 
A couple of feet to the left of this 
recess was another recess, covered with 
a bomb-proof roof of logs and earth. 
Into this the instructor and his puoil 
sought refuge from the effects of the 
bomb’s explosion. As the explosion 
réally is terrific, and takes place at the 
longest only five seconds from the time 
the mechanism of the bomb is started 
and at a maximum distance of % yards, 
the instructor and anyone in the trench 
with him have got to be exceedingly 
spry in running under the bombproof 
in order to beat the bomb.

As the Colonel 
did so the bomb exploded prematurely 
and killed the Colonel outright. 
How Hand Grenades Are Kxploded. 
About 0 yards in front of the trench 
was dug a shallow dummy trench to 
represent a German target. Some 150 
yards farther was set up a section of 
wire entanglements. We found 128 sol- 
diers ranged in line a few yards behind 
the trench. At the edge of the trench 
I took my place with the Captain of 
explosives and three or four other of- 
ficers,. The infantrymen lined up two 
deep behind us. 
In the open recess in the trench stood 
the noncommissioned officers and an 
éngineer, facing us with his back to the 
front of the trench. He was the in- 
structor. At order of the Captain he 
placed an innocent-looking satchel on 
the trench edge at his right elbow, 
plunged a hand into it and briskly 
plucked out, one after the other, eight 
different varieties of bombs. Picking 
them up, one at a time, he gave a 
terse lecture on the construction and 
method of operation of each.

he stuck the pin tightly into a hole in its 
side. The bomb was then thrown with 
full force. In flying out of the hand 
it pulled itself free from the pin, caus- 
ing a friction which ignited the five-sec- 
ond fuse. The pin, of course, remained 
behind, hanging to the cord, ready to 
be stuck into another bomb. This 
bomb, being particularly heavy, could 
be thrown only 15 meters (60 feet) by 
an average thrower, and 2 meters (6 
feet) at the farthest. 
Yad a Shoe Horn Spring. 

A second bomb was pear-shaped. It 
had a spring which looked like a nick- 
el shoe horn folded back tightly against 
it. The pressure of the palm against 
the shoe horn in throwing it released 
the spring and started the fuse, which, 
like all the rest, was set at five sec- 
onds. 

The third bomb was a can of white 
tin attached by two wires to a white 
deal handle. A nail was stuck into 4 
hole in the can. The nail was ham- 
mered by a sharp rap against ground. 
“If you try to knock it in against the 
palm of your hand it would hurt” ex- 
plained our instructor. The nail, driv- 
en in, started the fuse. In the demon- 
stration of this particular bomb our 
mentor was quite peculiarly realistic, 
bringing it violently down to within 
what seemed like the fraction of an 
inch of the ground. 

The fourth bomb was spherical and 
was started by scratching the tip of a 
stiffly projecting bit of ignitable fuse 
against a black band of raspy material 
worn around the thumb of the left hand. 

The fifth bomb was lighted ir a very 
similar manner against the side of an 
ordinary safety match box. These five 
were regular grenades. 

The sixth and seventh were incendiary 
grenades to set fire to wooden obstruc- 
tions, etc. The one, in exploding, scat- 
tered the burning liquid over several 
yards; the other set fire only to the spot

occupants. It left no ill after effects. 

Besides these there were two aerial 
torpedoes. One was shot out of an old- 
fashioned little mortar, black powder 
being used. The other was bigger and 
more powerful, had a fin tail to keep its 
flight accurate and was fired out of a 
complicated little gun. As both this tor- 
pedo and its gun are new inventions, I 
arm not permitted to give any closer de- 
tails concerning them. 

The sergeant of engineers having com- 
pleted his little lecture, with himself and 
his class still in this world, the soldiers 
and officers withdrew to the end of the 
field some 200 yards behind the trench 
and there lay down on their stomachs. 
I got into the trench with the engineer, 
placing myself to his left, in front of 
the entrance to the bomb proof, and the 
gentle art of grenade throwing began. 
He took bomb No. 1, stuck the pin at the 
end of the cord firmly into the hole, 
swung back his arm and let fly. 

Having seen the departure of the 
bomb, I ungracefully tumbled into the 
bomb proof, with the engineer a close 
second. Once there, there was an ap- 
préciable pause. Then came an explo- 
sion, the violence of which really aston- 
ished me. I could distinctly feel the 
ground shake. After giving the frag- 
ment which had been hurled our way 
plenty of time to come down on 
the roof we stepped out into a trench 
again. 

Quick Dive for Cover, 

He next picked up bomb No. 3 with 
the handle, hammered the nail home 
with one sharp rap against the edge of 
the trench and sent that hurtling 
through the air. The mechanism of the 
first bomb had not been put in opera- 
tion until the pin was withdrawn, but 
this third bomb began to get busy the 
instant he hammered the nail in. As 
it thus got a running start on us, we 
had barely time to get under cover be- 
fore the explosion took place. 

Next came bomb No. 4 The demon- 
strator adjusted the black band around 
his left thumb and taking the bomb in 
his right hand gave it a scratch. He 
evidently had some doubts as to wheth- 
er the first scratch had lit the fuse, 
because, after glancing at it, he pro- 
ceeded to give it a second scratch be- 
fore throwing it. 1 need hardly say 
I had already made home base in the 
bomb proof and was perfectly satisfied 
to watch from there his second effort 
to get a light, which was crowned with 
complete success. 

After watching the way these three 
bombs were started and thrown I want- 
ed to see the rest of them explode. So 
after considerable discussion between 
the staff officer who haa me in charge 
and the officer of explosives as to just 
how much danger there was in the op- 
eration, we moved out of the trench 
up to the top of a little rise about 60 
yards to the right, where we en- 
sconced ourselves in some bushes. The 
soldiers were kept at their original dis- 
tances of 200 yards behind the trench. 

From my new position I got an ex- 
cellent view of the engineer whirling 
his arm and letting go; the heavy black

Sprays of Burning Liquid. 

Next came the two incendiary bombs. 
One of these burst on contact, setting 
fire to the patoh of grass where it 
landed. The other held a fuse which 
shot out a stream of golden sparks like 
fireworks before exploding. This bomb 
threw burning liquid in all directions, 
setting many fires in the grass for a 
radius of several yards. 

Last came the asphyxiating bomb. It 
consisted of a sphere formed by five 
pieces of perforated iron held loosely 
together in a sort of disjointed shell, by 
a little wire basket. Inside this open- 
work ball hung a small glass vessel full 
of acid. When the engineer threw the 
ball against the ground the five pieces 
of metal shell collapsed onto the giass, 
breaking it and liberating the acid, 
which made a wet splash on the ground 
that turned into a gas which the French 
somewhat eupremistically call “gag 
timide.”’ 

To show this gas was not poisonous, 
like the Germane’ gases, we were in- 
vited to stand in a close circle right 
around the fragments of the bomb fm- 
mediately after it had been thrown, 
with out heads bent over. We stood 
and stood, sniffing away, but could de- 
tect no gas of any kind. 

“Ah,” said the officer of explosives, 
‘in the full open air like this our ‘gas 
timide’ takes longer to be noticed, but 
in an inclosed space it works very rap- 
idly.” 

Hardly had he finished speaking when 
I began to notice a smell something like 
wood alcohol. At the same time my 
eyes began to stream with tears, my 
nose felt as though {[t was indulging in 
one long, continuous sneeze and I 
turned hastily away, coughing and sput- 
tering and wiping my eyes, with an 
officer on each side keeping me active 
company. 

“Tf that’s a ‘timide’ gas,” I remarked 
to one of the officers as we left the pu- 
pils to begin actual practice, “I'd hate 
to meet a bold ofe.”’

Post-Dispatch, Declares Admiralty Head Has 
Taken Over Falsehoods of Predecessors.

BERLIN, via The Hague, Aug. 10.-- 
Under the heading of “Mr. Balfour Is 
Angry,’’ Count Ernest von Reventilow, 
in the Tages Zietung today, in a two- 
column leader, answers the letter in the 
Post-Dispatch of Aug. 1, written by the 
First Lord of the British Admiralty, 
which was called forth by Reventlow’s 
review of the year’s naval warfare, 
written for the Post-Dispatch. Count 
van Reventiow says: 

“The Times gives us the pleasure of 
indusputable proofs that the matter was 
most annoying to it, and to the First 
Lord of the Admiralty. The American 
and English public are to be given the 
desired ‘direction’ again, and for that 
purpose even poor old Mr. Balfour, who 
certainly would rather and had better 
have done something else, sets himself 
at work on it. It is all the more re- 
grettable that his position as an En- 
glishman and the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty does not permit him to stick tu 
the truth.” 


Sinking of the Tiger. 

Taking up Balfour's assertion that the 
British fleet had not suffered a single 
sérious loss or damoge from German 
ships, and the denial of the sinking of 
the Tiger, Count von Reventlow con- 
tinues: éf 

“Denial does not help him any, for the 
sinking of the Tiger was observed from 
three points of observation. From the 
English themselves it was later con- 
firmed by tha spontaneous utterances 
of British blue jackets in English har- 
bors. In the same cruiser battle the 
cruiser Lion was se badly damaged that 
it was put out of fishting commission 
and taken in tow by other cruisers. 
That was even publicly cunfirmed by the 
English. 

“Finally, during this fight, two Brit- 
ish torpedo boats were destroyed. Mr. 
Balfour, however, claims that the Brit- 
ish cruiser squadron suffered no dam- 
age, did not even lose a cockleshell. _ 

“It is entirely comprehensible to us 
that Mr. Balfour had to take over the 
falsehoods of his predecessor, Winston 
Churchill. It would, however, have been 
in his interest not to have crowded 
himself so youthfully forward with the 
duty to lie as did his predecessor. 

“We do not doubt at all that the Brit- 
ish Admiralty transfers the names of 
sunken ships to others and in that man- 
ner always shows the man on the stree? 
proof of the claims of no loss. In pur- 
suance of this method the cruiser Bris- 
tol was rechristened the Glasgow when 
the real Glasgow was destroyed at Cor- 
onel. A battleship of the Invincible class 
Was many weeks in dock at Gibraltar 
for repairs soon after the battle near 
the Falklands. 

“In the cruiser fight of Aug. 28 the 
British cruisers Fearless and Arethusa 


and two torpedo boats were seriously 
damaged. Mr Balfour, however, de- 
clares that never has a British warship 
sustained serious damage in battle with 
the Germans. Mr. Balfour particularly 
is painfully touched by my assertion 
that the British battle fleet rendered 
little service in the past year, thet it 
did not even dominate the sea.” 

Referring to Balfour's assertion that 
the British. fleet has driven German 
trade off the seas, Count Reventlow 
says: 

‘“‘How must it be with British reliance 
when the First Lord of the Admiralty 
beasts of having driven German trade 
off the seas? That is less due to the 
accomplishments of the British fleets 
than to the geographical configuration 
of the North Sea. The British Isles 
dominate the exits, making barriers for 
trade remarkably easy.”’ 

Speaking of what Balfour termed the 
second function of the British fl* t- 
to protect British trade—Count Révent- 
low says: 

“Well, the British fleet hasn't suc- 
ceeded in this, even if Mr. Balfour does 
assert such a claim. It took British 
cruisers half a year, conjointly with the 
Russian, Japanese and French--alto- 
gether more than ninety cruisers and 
battleships—to bag half a dozen German 
cruisers which did not have a single 
base. And against the U-boat commerce 
warfare Mr. Balfour has not yet found 
any medicine. 

Much Moral Indignation. 

“When he calls it an immoral and in- 
eradicable spot on the reputation of the 
German fleet, that does not hurt; on the 
contrary, much moral indignation only 
reveals that it is rather bad with the 
real relevant side of the question. 

“Mr. Balfour claims further that the 
murderous German methods have not 
affected England’s economical life in 
the slightest. Perhaps Mr. Balfour had 
better not have said that. He knows, 
just as well as we do, that three and a 
half per cent of the tonnage of the 
British mercantile fleet has been de- 
stroyed, the greater part by U-boats, 
within barely six months.” 

Saying that Balfour might not believe 
him were he tc try to prove that the 
U-boats had affected England’s econom- 
ical life, Von Reventlow quotes Lord 
Selbcrne, Minister of Agriculture, who 
was First Lord of the Admiralty when 
Belfour was Fremier, who said in the 
Commons and the House of Lords early 
in July that there was danger that im- 
portation of meats from abroad would 
be affected, for which reason livestock 
must be kept up. Lord Selborne said in 
part. 

“One reason which willk contribute to- 
ward the curtaiiment of the meat sup- 
ply from abroad is the danger of sub- 
marines. We cannot close our eyes to 
the fsct that German submarines stead- 
ily are taking tmbute. It is unnecessary 
to exaggerate the danger, but it would 
be aveurd to deny its existence.”

but all other Ministers and the press, 
feeling the need of British prestige. 

“In the winter of 1911-12," says Rev- 
entlow, “the qvestion of the conception 
of the meaning of the dominion of the 
sea ‘vas discussed in the House of Lords 
and it was unanimously decided that 
the sca could only be dominated when 
warships and merchantmen of the dom- 
inating power could traverse and remain 
on the surface of the dominated sea in 
the fullest security and go when and 
where they would. This also was the 
conception of the late American Ad- 
miral Mahan and notable British writers 
on thie subject. 

“How is it in this war? Not the ac- 
complishmernts of the British fleet but 
‘tthe fact that the North Sea is almost 
en inland sea permits Great Britain to 
close the exits to German trade.

Fleet Forced to Remain in Port. 

“Mr. Balfour will not be able to dig 
pute that the British battleship fleet 
is concentrated in North Sea ports and 
harbors of the northern channel, and, 
contrary to all intentions and disposi- 
tions of the Admiralty, forced to re- 
main there by the German naval War- 
fare. The fleet can appear sporadical- 
ly In the North Sea, but considers it 
unwise to linger there, not even on its 
own coast, much less in the eastern 
half of the North Sea. That is not sea 
dominion. ;, 

“In the Baltic the German ses do 
minion rules undisputed.” 

Count von Reventlow reiterates that 
it is the geography of the North Sea, 
not the British fleet; which has direct- 
ea the war against German trade and 
given a great strategical advantage to. 
Great Britain. He says that history 
probably will disagree with Balfour’s 
praise of the great accomplishments of 
the British fleet in the first year of the 
war. He points out that Great Brit- 
ain has twice as many dreadnoughts as 
Germany, despite which the flect fol- 
lows the strategy of retirement and 
considers the risk too great to offer 
the German fleet, Half its size, a dce- 
cisitve battle. die declares that it never 
has been claimed that the German 
fleet was planned and bullt for any- 
thing but defensive purposes, and asks 
about the old British fundamental that 
the Br’ ish lines of defense He on the 
coast of her adversary. 

‘In short,’”’ he concludes, ‘‘where 
geography has not from the beginning 
given its judgment, there is nothing to 
report of the accomplishments of the 
British fleet and we are far from wish- 
ing to underestimate the fleet. That 
the strongest fleet in the world, sup- 
ported by four other fleets, has fol- 
lowed a strategy of caution and riskless 
opportunity toward the inuch inferior 
German fleet in order to be intact at . 
peace, may be a careful proceeding, but 
it has not increased British prestige 
and makes laughable the British claims 
of dominating the North Sea.”

These receivers 
assumed control only after a legal bat- 
tle to determine whether the receivers 
named by the State Court or receivere 
appointed by the Federal Court shduld 
administer the company’s affairs = in 
Kansas. 
The Governor's action is the result of 
the report of an accountant for the 
Kansas Public Utilities Commission, 
who made an examination of the gas 
company’s books. Each of two Special 
Assistant Attorney-Generals appointed 
by Dawson and serving in the gas 
“cages received $13,325, according to the 
_ report. One of these assistants is John 
‘ Hatwood of Kansas City, Mo. 

Gov. Capper, !n his instructions to the 
Attorney-General, referred to fees of 
$224,015.82 shiown in the accountant’s re- 
‘port, and wrote:

MEDIATION “(EPS 
BY NEUTRAL PRESS 
URGED IN HOLLAND 


“Immediate Peace May Be Pos- 
sible if Not Easy,’’ Says Anon- 
yymous Article by Diplomat. 


ROTTERDAM, via London, Aug. 10.— 
There is much talk in Holland of the 


possibility of cpening a discussion be- 
tween the belligerents on peace terms. 
The Courant publishes today an article 
from an anonymous diplomatic source 
declaring that an immediate peace may 
te pessible, if not easy, and urging that 
the }-ress of the neutral countries under- 
take the task of ‘‘mediation and recon- 
cilinz and removing the errors.’’ 

The Dutch Anti-war League, at a 
meeting last week at The Hague, adopt- 
ed a resolution urging the Dutch Gov- 
ernment to call a conference of the 
neutral Powers in the interest of peace, 
the conference to sit until the end of 
the war for the purpose of preparing 
for the introducing of mediation meas- 
ures at the proper time. 

The article in the Courant, which has 
attracted wide attention in Holland, 
Says in part: 

“Alihough the prospects of the Ger- 
manic Powers row are better than ever 
they were before, they cannot hope for 
e settlement: by battle and therefore, 
wise> counsels may prevail. As to the 
British, it is 1.0t impossible that they 
will ultimately: listen to the voice of 
reason. There is no reason why the op- 
ponents shovid offer conditions that 
would .only rrcelong the war unduly. 
There are increasing signs that inter- 
national hatred is decreasing. In the 
not too distant future the peoples of 
Eurvupe will cemand to know how long 
the war is still to last.’’ 


British Press Sarcastic Over Reported 
eace Overtures, 
LONDON, Aug. 10.—For Germany’s re- 


ported peace overtures to Russia, the 
British press finds only sarcasm. Vir- 
qially all papers iterated editorially what 
officials have insisted so often, that 
there can be no peace until the allies 
have gained victory. It‘is believed gen- 
erally in England that Germany is will- 
ing to conclude peace as matters stand, 
but the burden of all written and spoken 
comment is that such a situation would 
be impossible, from the standpoint of 
the allies.

Gordon Says He First Knew of 
It When He Got Opinion 
From Barker.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 10.—Follow- 
ing the announcement yesterday that 
the Superintendent of Public Schools 
would bring a friendly suit against the 
State Auditor for a full accounting of 
the school moneys, a Post-Dispatch re- 
ported tried in vain ot learn who initiat- 
ed the move to take $514,503 from the 
public school fund and turn it into the 
revenue fund to help make up the big 

deficit in the State Treasury. 

Attorney-General Barker is out of the 
State, delivering Chautauqua lectures. 
Auditor Gordon, when asked if he orig- 
inated the idea of reducing the school 
fund to create a balance in the Treas- 
ury, referred to the opinion of Attorney- 
General Barker, in which Barker desig- 
nates as “extraordinary”’’ certain fees 
which always have been regarded as or- 
dinary revenues, and exempts them 
from division with the school moneys. 

Denies Asking for Opinion, 

When asked if he had requested an 
opinion from Barker on the question, 
Gordon said he had not. 

“Did the Attorney-General volunteer 
this opinion?” he was asked. 

“I don’t know,” he replied. 

“Did anybody ask him to render such 
an:opinion?’’ ‘‘They surely did, but I 
did not.” 

“Do you know who did?” “No.” 

“How did you come to get a copy 
of this opinion?” ‘It was mailed to 
me from the Attorney-General’s office.” 

Examination of the records in the 
Treasurer’s office yesterday revealed 
that if the school funds had not been 
diverted into the treasury there would 
have been a deficit of more than $400,000 
in the general revenue fund July -1, 
when the State payroll had to be met. 

According to State Treasurer Deal this 
would have been an unprecedented sit- 
uation. Deal said yesterday that the 
funds always run low about this time 
of.the year, but that there never has 
been an actual deficit in his recollec- 
tion. 

» Officials Reverse Selves. 

The announcement of Auditor Gordon 

and State Superintendent of Schools 
Gass, after a long conference, that a 
friendly suit would be brought to settle 
the matter, was a complete reversal of 
their attitude earlier in the day. Gass 
said early yesterday that he would 
abide by the Attorney-General’s ruling.

NEW SCHEDULE OF 


PHONE RATES FILED 
BY BELL COMPANY 


Proposed Change on _ Business 
Lines to Increase Income 
$107,000 a Year. 


The Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co. (Bell) yesterday filed with 
the Missouri Public Service Commission 
in Jefferson City a new schedule of 
rates for business telephones, which the 
company’s officers say, will decrease 
cost of service to small telephone users, 
increase cost to large users and increase 
the company’s income from business tel- 
ephones approximately $107,000 a year. 

The new schedule was filed in accord- 
ance with an order by the commission, 
which recently refused to order effective 
a schedule which the company estimated 
would increase its revenues $157,000 a 
year. 

The commission, after more than a 
year’s investigation, found the company 
was earning 5% per cent on its invest- 
ment, and ruled that it would should be 
entitled to earn 6% per cent. The com- 
mission declared a proposed schedule 
then on file would create an earning 
in excess of 6% per cent. It rejected 
the schedule and ordered a new one 
filed. 

Residence Rates Not Affected. 

The new schedule does not change 
the rates for residence telephones. It 
places the business service largely on 
a measured basis. That is, it bases the 
charge on the number of telephone calls 
used by the subscriber, though it re- 
tains the unlimited service at a greatly 
increased price, which would tend to 
discourage the use of unlimited service. 
For a two-party line, the new schedule 
allows 720 calls a year for $3.25 per 
month. At present 600 calls are allowed. 
For direct line, 840 calls are allowed 
for $3.75 a month. At present 600 calls 
are allowed. 

For direct line, 1200 calls, the charge 
is $ a month. At present 800 calls are 
allowed. 

For direct line, 1500 calls, the charge 
is $5.75. This classification has not been 
quoted in the past. 

For direct line, 1800 calls, the charge 
is $78 a year. At present the charge is 
$72 a year. 

For unlimited direct line service the 
new charge is to be $108 a year. At 
present it is $78. 

For private branch exchanges, in- 
cluding switchboard, two telephones and 
two trunk lines, with 3000 calls per year, 
the price is increased in the new sched- 
ule from $14.75 per month to $15.2. Ad- 
ditional messages are charged for at 
2 cents each. Each additional trunk 
line costs $2.50 a month, and each ad- 
ditional telephone 58 cents a month. 
There are no changes in the charges 
for additional messages, trunk lines and 
telephones. 

Private Exchange Rate Raised. 
For private branch exchanges, un- 
limited service, including switchboard, 
two telephones and two trunk lines, the 
charge is increased from $19.50 a month 
to $27 a month. The charge for each 
additional trunk line is increased from 
$6 to $10 a month. The charge for ad- 
ditional telephones is §& cents and is 
unchanged. 

Edwin F. Carter, commercial engi- 
neer of the company, said that thé 
company would have an annual adjust- 
ment with subscribers, and that a per- 
son who contracted for a greater num- 
ber of calls than he needed would be 
credited, at the end of the year .with 
the difference between the number of 
calls contracted for and the classifica- 
tion under which he should have made 
his contract. 

Thus, if a subscriber contracted for 
1800 calls at $78 a year, and his service 
record showed that he used only 1200 
calls, at the end of the year he would 
be credited with the difference, which 
would be $18. 

The new rates will become effective 
on order of the commission. 

The company has on file a motion for 
a rehearing of its rate case. It con- 
tends the commission has undervalued 
its property, and that it is entitled to 
earn more than the new schedule will 
permit it to earn. 

The commission has not indicated 
whether it will order the new schedule 
effective before it passes on the motion 
for a rehearing.

One year ago when the German 
armies approached Paris and _ the 
achievement of 1870 seemed about to be 
repeated, there broke out all over the 
world, plainly in response to German 
press-agenting, the suggestion of an 
early peace. @rance was almost done, 
Russia, after Tannenberg, as good as 
eliminated; England wholly unready. 
Therefore, German agents argued, there 
should be an end to the terrible con- 
flict—on German ‘terms, but these were 
sure to be ‘‘reasonable.”’ 

Tripartite Agreement Made, 

France, England and Russia met tais 
attack by their tripartite agreement, 
which bound.all three to pledge that 
none of theth would conclude the war 
except with the consent and approval of 
the other two. That agreement stands 
now, when Russia is in a plign* not 
quite as serious as that of France ap- 
peared in September, 1914, before the 
battle of the Marne. 

It is only by breaking faith with her 
allies that Russia can now obtain peace 
from Germany. To obtain this peace 
she must sacrifice certain territories, all 
hope of an exit to warm water by the 
Dardanelles; she must abandon her age- 
long claim to Balkan influence. She 
must confess a defeat greater than that 
of Manchuria. She must abandon co- 
religionists to the Mohammedan and the 
Roman Catholic powers. She must con- 
fess herself bankrupt in honor as in 
prestige. . | 

Now, if Russia is in fact bankrupt in 
material and military resources, if her 
army is destroyed, if the German attack 
has succeeded in Poland in accomplish- 
ing what it failed to compass in France 
a year ago; if the Grand Duke’s armies 
are destroyed, or about to be destroyed— 
it ig conceivable that Russia might yield, 
but on no other set of facts can such 
a conclusion be expected. 

Russian surrender now would infal- 
libly shake the Romanoff dynasty to the 
ground. The religious and the political 
questions are clearly joined in the pres- 
ent crisis. If the ruling aristicracy in 
Russia should make peace now it‘ would 
stand helpless and hopeless before the 
anger and the passions of the millions 
of Slavs. Russian internal revolution 
would be almost inevitable.

Governor of Zone Announces That

will retire as Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone on Nov. 1, he announced 
yesterday upon arriving here from Cris- 
tobal. The date was fixed in his formal 

letter of resignation. 

Gen. Goethals is surrendering his of- 
tice because he believes his work at 
Panama is done and the canal is oper- 
ating satisfactorily. He has spent sev- 
en years in Panama. Although he will 
no longer be connected with the canal 
zone’s affairs as Governor, should his 
resignation be accepted, he said he 
would retain his commission in the 
army. 

Until a few hours before leaving Pan- 
ama, Gen. Goethals had expected to go 
from New York direct to the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition and return to Panama 
the latter part of September. His plans 
were changed at the last minute by the 
receipt of instructions, requiring him to 
appear in Washington. It is understood 
that his presence in Washington is de- 
sired so that he may confer with au- 
thorities there regarding plans for the 
defense of the canal Zone. 

Mrs. Goethals and their son accom- 
panied the General on the trip from 
Cristobal to this city. Mrs. Goethals 
will remain in New York during her 
husband's absence in Washington.

(Fisher) with a view to the making and 
execution of any sketches or representa- 
tions of the characters Mutt and Jeff.”’ 

Aug. 2, Justice Weeks gave an opinion 
denying all the requests, except that he 
took under advisement the Wheeler Syn- 
dicate’s right to use the three conjunc- 
tive words “Mutt and Jeff’ as a title. 
He will announce his decision on this 
point within a few days. The Star Co, 
of New York claims possession of this 
three-word title by copyright. 

Justice Weeks stated that Fisher could 
not be restraired from drawing the 
characters, one Mutt and the other Jeff. 
whi:h he had created; that he could not 
be rcstrained from calling them by those 
names in the cartoon dialogue, and that 
he could not be restrained from using 
the name “Mutt” and the name “Jeff” 
in the printed captions of the cartoons. 


American Loses the Pictures. 


He also forbade the Star company ‘o 
issue “Mutt and Jeff’’ pictures in its 
comic supplemont. It had prepared such 
full-page pictures for its supplement of 
last Sunday, an anonymous artist fur- 
nishing an imitation of Fisher’s work. 
This was circulated in Chicago and 
other places where the New York Amer- 
ican syndicates its comic supplements; 
but in New York, because of the Jus- 
tice’s order, the American went to most 
of its buyers last Sunday without a 
comic supplement. 

Pending the court’s decision on the 
Wheeler Syndicate’s right to use the 
three- word title, “Mutt and Jeff,’ the 
pictures are appearing in the Post-Dis- 
patch, and papers in other cities served 
by the Wheeler Syndicate under such 
captions .as that of yesterday, which 
was: “Well, Well, Look Who’s Here! 
Old Mutt Himself and _ Side-Kick 
Jeff.’ 

But even without the names thousands 
of readers wuuld recognize the figures 
as gonuine, for it is doubtful whether 
they can be successfully counterfeited. 
And the signature of Fisher, just be- 
neath the spot where Mutt usually 
knocks down his little “friend,” with 
his hat crushed over his forehead, is 
conclusive evidence that Post-Dispatch 
readers are getting the real thing.

Mrs. Guy ex- 
plained the letters by saying that she 
met Von Millar on a train in California, 
that he proved to be a charming enter- 
tainer and that he asked her and her 
brother, Hans, to go to dinner with him. 
He also asked for her photograph, which 
she promised him. Both she and Mme 
Schumann-Heink declared they knew 
nothing about him other than that 
which they learned in gy ghort acquaint- 
ance, 

One letter was apparently written by 
Mrs. Guy before her marriage, about 
two months ago. It follows: 

“Dear Richard—Your telegram re- 
ceived. Was very happy to get it. My 
photograph I intended mailing to you, 
but was kept very busy of late, con- 
sequently it is still with me, all wrapped 
up to mail. I shall not be home on 
Thursday night, so please call up wa 
Mesa J 1-1 on Friday morning. iI 
shall talk to you then. Do not forget 
to bring your photograph. I do want 
it very much, 

“Have spoken to my brother, Hans, 
about Friday, but you realize that he 
is kept very busy on his ranch. Do 
you want to hire a car and drive out 
to Lakeside in the afternoon? I shall be 
there then, and perhaps we can go in 
at 6:30 and have dinner and go to the 
exposition.

“Dickie Bird” Letter Found. 
The other two letters are still puz- 
zling the police.

One of the letters, in 
German and translated, reads, in part 
as follows.

The fight between Mexican bandits and Ameri- 
ean ranchmen and soldiers will not disturb our 
pacification policy.

JEFFERSON ON NEPOTISM. 

A good Missourian advises that a copy of Jef- 
ferson’s remarks on nepotism be awarded as a 
prize to the member of the Jefferson City admin- 
istration who succeeds in getting the most rela- 
tions on the State’s payroll.

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BUSINESS AS USUAL, AT LAST. 
The Chamber of Commerce of the United States 
finds that the business apprehension due to the 
war has “almost entirely disappeared.” 

‘This at least is not an overstatement of existing 
conditions. That is shown by the data the organi- 
zation itself has collected. Henry Ford, visiting 
in New York, discussed even more cheering facts 
made available by his vast organization that ex- 
tends to almost every country town in the entire 
Union.

BAVARIA ASSERTS HERSELF. 

The news that the King of Bavaria has appoint- 
ed the Kaiser a Field Marshal in the Bavarian 
army, and that the Kaiser has accepted the honor, 
has peculiar significance, in view of the history of 
Bavaria. 

Bavarian rulers, since the Franco-Prussian 
War, when Bavaria, through treaty, became one 
of the self-governing states in the German union, 
have from time to time manifested dissatisfaction 
with the tendency of the German Emperor, as 
King of Prussia, to claim for himself and his fa- 
vored Brandenbergers all the credit for the con- 
solidation which made Germany a nation. And 
the Kaiser has, in several of his speeches, made 
statements ‘on these lines which have been se- 
verely criticised by his South German subjects,

| German Empire was welded together just af 
much through Bavarian blood as through the 
blood of any other German stock.” 

Until 1870, when the Bavarian army aided Prus- 
sia in the war against France, Bavaria had oscil- 
lated between various alliances. She had even 
sided with Napoleon in 1796, and with Austria, in 
1866, when that country was defeated by Prussia. 

Bavaria is over 70 per cent Catholic, and, al- 
though Germany supports Protestant and Catho- 
lic churches without discrimination, as a part of 
the state religion, there is no love lost between 
the two ancient antagonists who were pitted 
against each other in the Thirty Years’ War. 

It is said that the assertion of his rights by the 
) Bavarian King, in conferring the Field Marshal- 
ship upon Kaiser William, has stirred the whole 
\of Germany. Its acceptance appears to show 
that, in this national crisis, both of the German 
states are anxious to forget all past animosities 
and stand together for the common good, in 
politics as they have done on the battlefield. 
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The Russians are to study English. Their 
recent lessons in German they doubtless know by 
heart. 


GASS SEES THE LIGHT. 

Howard A. Gass, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Schools, has reversed the astounding attitude 
he assumed toward the plan to loot the school 
fund through a dubious construction of law. 
| After another consultation with members of 
the ring, who are already weakening on the plan, 
he says he will take legal steps to protect the 
money that belongs to Missouri’s children. Mr. 
Gass should make his decisions independent of 
the desires of the ring, which is evidently alarmed 
and no longer objects to the court test which he 
once refused to make. 

In Chicago, when a tax system almost as bad as 
Missouri’s failed to produce adequate revenue for 
the schools, the teachers went to court about it. 
The Judges not only ruled that they had a stand- 
ing in court permitting them to maintain the suit, 
but rendered final judgment on the teachers’ pe- 
tition enforcing tax reforms. 

If this precedent is recognized in Missouri, al- 
most anyone having a contingent interest in pri- 
mary education could appeal to the judiciary to 
prevent the plundering of the school funds. But 
it is Supt. Gass’ particular duty_to make that ap- 
peal. He has a special trusteeship over the com- 
mon schools. Instead of co-operating with -the 
ring, he should stand between it and the educa- 
tional system/he was elected to safeguard. 

Including appropriations for the university and 
/normal schools, he cites an increased total for 
education of all sorts. That has no pertinence. 
The Legislature did-no more than its duty by 
higher education, of which only a few avail them- 
selves. The present crisis affects elementary edu- 
tation—the meager facilities by which tens of 
thousands of Missourians are prepared for citizer- 
ship. 

Mr. Gass will have a special responsibility if 
this raid which means fewer teachers and poorer- 
paid teachers in the country districts succeeds. 
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Horses may be kept off Locust street, and 
pedestrians can be scared off. 
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VANISHING BUSINESS CLOUDS. 

The expected favorable decision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission on the applica- 
tion of Western railways for increases of rates 
will remove the last alleged obstacle to a general 
renewal of prosperity. The railroads have held 
back expenditures for needed equipment and im- 
provements on the plea that their revenues were 
not sufficient to provide for them or to pay in- 
terest on new loans. 

The financial condition of a number of rail- 
roads has improved despite the rates complained 
of. There is plenty of traffic. The crops and 
reviving industry and commerce will overtax their 
present resources. With increased rates east 
and west there should be renewed profitable ac- 
tivity in all lines of business allied with the 
railroads. The clouds are rapidly vanishing from 
the business horizon. 
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Great slices are being cut from the “dry” terri- 
tory of the world as the Germans advance in 
Russia. Maybe that is why they were cheered so 
enthusiastically by some of the inhabitants re- 
maining in Warsaw.

Antwine said. ‘‘Some of her men at 
the front assure her she is losing the war, 

but because of political conditions and the balafice 

of parties she is still refusing to impress men into the 
war. France has given every able-bodied man she has. 

England’s business is her own, but it does seem that 

with the way the Russians are being manhandled and 

the completeness with which France has gone into the 
war she is not dealing by those countries fairly. 

‘‘A British soldier who is at the front makes the 
point that he has never seen a German volunteer. 
Germany is not fighting the war in that haphazard 
fashion. Ske is putting forth all the strength she 
has, ana if there are political conditions which any- 
one in Germany thinks ought to take precedence over 
the national welfare we do not hear anything of 
them. The British people are over-ripe. They have 
led their smug lives in fancied security too long to 
know what danger is. However, I want to make 
a prediction. They will have conscription in En- 
gland within the next three months. By the time 
the Germans dispose of the Russians and return to 
the business of ousting the allies in Flanders the 
British will realize that they are fighting for their 
lives. This is not a good war for volunteers. The 
chances of death are too lively. If there were only 
yolunteers at the front from all the countries par- 
ticipating in the war, it would be no such terrible 
struggle as it is.
